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Clinic  Services:  General  Provisions. 

The  Central  Clinic  in  Commercial  Street,  K>rley  provides  for 
the  usual  services  of  minor  ailment  and  dental  clinics,  infant 
welfare,  pre-  and  post-natal  clinics  and  inspection  clinics. 

Additionally,  special  and  consultant  clinics  are  hold  as 
follows :  - 

Orthopaedic,  Wltra-violet  light  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics, 
Consultant  Ophthalmic  and  Consultant  Paediatric  Clinics. 

One  consultant  clinic  has  ceased  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
being  now  held  at  Bat  lay  Hospital.  This  is  the  Consultant  Ear 
Nose  and  Throat  Clinic/. 

The  clinics  held  at  the  central  premises  with  the  largest 
attendances  are  the  Infant  elf  a  re  Clinics. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  Monday  session  has  been  27 
and  at  the  ednesday  session,  29,  during  1953. 

figures  for  last  year  were  38  and  38  respectively  and  no 
doubt  the  decreasing  figures  are  in  part  related  to  the  inadequate 
accommodation  at  this  clinic  for  such  a  purpose. 

The  waiting  room  accommodation  is  insufficient  and  little 
is  provided  beyond  the  bare  accommodation  for  inspection  of  the 
children  and  interviews  v^ith  the  medical  officer  in  attendance,  etc. 
Facilities  are  provided  for  the  distribution  of  "'©If are  Foods  etc. 

No  doubt,  the  general  lack  of  convenience  for  the  parents 
attending  and  the  lack  of  facilities  for  the  nursing  staff  and 
for  the  voluntary  workers  to  develop  the  instructional  and 
social  side  of  the  work  account  in  no  small  measure  for  the 
low  and  decreasing  attendances. 

The  attendances  are  certainly  in  marked  contrast  with 
those  which  obtained  when  the  Centre  represented  to  so  many 
parents  their  source  of  infant  feeding  roods,  the  food  in 
many  cases  being  issued  free  of  cost  or  at  reduced  prices. 

Whilst  the  comments  on  attendances  are  true  in  respect 
of  most  of  the  welfare  centres  and  of  the  centres  generally, 
in  two  cases,  attendances  have  been  maintained  and  indeed, 
increased  for  the  year  under  review. 

Sales  of  food  at  the  '-elf are  Centres  relate  tto  Welfare 
Food  and  hi  Iks  other  than  those  provided. by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  (in  particular  National  Dried  Milk) 

This  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  when  comparing  the 
distribution  with  previous  years. 

Considering  the  pre-  and  post-natal  clinics,  from  the 
figures  given  it  is  3een  that  the  attendances  generally  have 
been  maintained  during  the  year,  but  on  the  other  hand  the 
attendances  are  low  relative  to  the  total  notified  births, 

20/  only. 

The  attendances  are  particularly  low  in  respect  of  post¬ 
natal  attendances. 

In  considering  these  figures,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  special  arrangements  have  been  made  under  the  National 
Health  A0t  for  the  pre-  and  post-natal  care  of  expectant  mothers 
by  their  own  medical  attendants  and  that  these  facilities  have 
been  taken  advantage  of  by  the  mothers  concerned  and  this  position 
is  definitely  reflected  in  the  attendances  at  the  fcocal  Authority 
Clinics. 
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Reference  is  made  here  to  the  relaxation  class  which  is  held 
'but  figures  in  respect,  of  this  are  not  given  in  the  report. 

School  clinic  attendances  are  shown.  These  are  maintained 
for  the  Central  Cnni0}  9972  in  1953  as  compared  with  9O34  in 
1952,  but  few  attendances  are  recorded  for  the  outer  area  clinics. 

Attendances  at  the  Special  and  Consultant  Clinics  have  been 
maintained  and  improved. 

A  detailed  statement  is  submitted  showing  the  clinic  sessions 
held  and  the  provisional  programme,  time  table  etc.  of  these 
sessions . 

Additional  clinics  are  held  invest  Apcisley,  est  Ar&sley, 
Oildersome  and  Drighlington.  Tpese  clinics  are  branch  clinics 
and  held  in  these  centres  for  the  convenience  of  persons  and 
children  resident  in  these  centres  of  population. 

Clinic  services  are  restricted  here  to  Infant  Welfare,  Maternity 
and  Minor  Ailmant. 

It  was  reported  in  1952  that  the  Local  Health  Authority  had 
considered  the  premises  in  which  clinics  were  held  in  Morley  and 
had  decided  that  new  premises  were  urgently  needed.  The  Vest 
Riding  County  Council  decided  to  provide  a  new  Multiple  Clinic 
in  Morley  and  to  give  this  clinic  an  immediate  priority. 

In  consultation  with  the  Local  District  Council,  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  acquired  a  suitable  site  for  the 
new  clinic  in  0 orp ora £i onitreet ,  M0rley,  and  early  in  1954, 
building  was  commenced. 

This  new  building  will  be  comprehensive  and  specially 
designed  for  the  purposes  of  a  Multiple  Clinic  and  it  will 
be  reserved  for  that  use  exclusively. 

The  building  of  the  fabric  is  now  well  advanced  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  new  clinic  vdll  be  ready  for  occupation  is 
and  use  in  1955  -  probably  in  the  early  summer  or  so. 

Tuberculosis . 

There  is  a  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  a  Chest  Physician 
attached  to  Ki  11  ingbeck-  Hospital,  attends  weekly. 

Liaison  with  the  Health  Department  is  maintained  through  a 
Local  Authority  Health  Visitor  who  attends  each  session  at  the 
Dispensary.  This  nurse  carries  out  all  domiciliary  visiting 
and  supervision  in  the  district. 

There  is  a  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  affiliated 
with  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Committee  proceeds  on  the  anproved  lines  of  the  affiliated 
committees  and  receives  an  a pnropriate ^grant  from  the  Local  Health 
Authoiity  which  is  represented  on  the  Committee. 

Venereal  Disease. 

Ample  and  conveniently  available  clinic  facilities  in  general 
and  special  hospitals  in  Leeds,  Bradford,  Wakefield  and  Dewsbury. 

Health  Education  in  respect  of  this  is  undertaken  by  the 
Local  Divisional  Office.

Figures  arc  given  with  regard  to  the  adiulsaion*  to  Homes 
and  Hospitals  of  Maternity  cases  and  Infectious  Diseases  cases. 

The  bed  accommodation  available  for  the  ares  has  boon  an  pi* 
and  adequate  for  the  year  under  review, 

General  Hospitals  are  available  and  no  comment  called  for 
except  in  respect  of  aooornmodration  for  the  chronic  sick  and  in 
particular  the  chronic  elderly  sick.  For  these  patients, 
institutional  or  hospital  bed  a coorjnod ration  is  restricted  and 
waiting  periods  for  race  ammod  ration  prolong'd . 

It  is  similarly  difficult  to  find  accomodation  for  elderly 
parsons  needing  core  and  rattentlon  and  ran  Increasing  nuisbrr  of 
cases  of  hardship  are  coming  to  notloo,  The  same  may  be  sraid 
regarding  Institutional  accommodation  for  some  cases  of  mental 
illness  and  of  trsontal  deficiency ,  for  whom  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  finding  places.

Domiciliary  cases  totalled  141, 


These  figures  show  an  increase  of  39  institutional  cases 
over  1952  and  a  decrease  of  9  in  the  domiciliary  cases. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  before  that  local  circumstances 
of  insufficient  or  inadequate  housing  conditions  constitute 
an  outstanding  reason  for  the  high  proportional  rate  of 
institutional  cases. 


A  back  to  back  house  of  1  bedroom  or  2  bedroom  accommoda¬ 
tion.  a  living  room  -  no  bathroom  and  an  outside  lavatory 
usually  away  from  the  house  and  shared  with  at  least  one 
other  family,  is. not  the  accommodation  which  can  be  considered 
suitable  for  domiciliary  maternity. 

With  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions  in  the  next 
few  years  there  may  be  a  reversal  of  the  trend  indicated  here 
and  in  recent  years  -  but  there  are  indications,  and  these  are 
other  than  local  -  that  a  new  social  habit  has  been  formed, 
and  without  definite  discouragement,  this  may  persist. 

The  majority  of  maternity  cases  from  Morley  -  booted  at 
institutions  for  confinement,  are  admitted  either  to  Morley 
Hall  Maternity  Home  (10  beds,  total  cases  admitted  in  1953  - 
298)  or  to  the  General  Hospital  at  Stainc}.iffe  (122  cases 
admitted  in  1953).

Several  other  Maternity  institutions  in  areas  adjacent 
to  Morley  have  admitted  cases  during  the  year,  but  in  total 
numbers  these  admissions  are  few  and  there  have  been  definite 
reasons  for  such  admissions  as  unusual  place  of  residence, 
personal  preference,  etc. 

With  regard  to  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  the 
reasons  have  been  medical  indication^ in  practically  all 
cases,  whether  pre-booted  or  admitted  in  emergency.

For  some  years  oast  two  Bay  Nurseries  -  the  Lewisham  park 
Bay  Nursery  and  the  Grove  Park  Day  Nursery  have  been  in  operation 
in  the  Borough  of  Morley. 

A  distinction  is  made  between  children  who  are  in  attendance 
for  some  reason  which  can  be  considered  a  Public  Health  reason 
and  children  who  attend  because  the  mother  is  in  employment 
purely  for  economic  or  social  reasons. 

The  children  in  the  firstsgroup  referred  to  are  regarded 
as  a  "priority'*  group  and  are/considered  when  applications  are 
considered  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  nurseries. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  now  adopted  a  policy  of 
providing  nursery  accommodation  for  "priority"  group  children 
only  and  their  amended  scheme  for  this  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  and  approved. 

In  consequence,  GroVe  Park  Nursery  will  be  closed  and 
all  cases  qualifying  for  admission  on  account  of  "priority" 
or  "Public  Health'*  reasons  will  be  accommodated  in  future 
in  t  he  Lewisham  Park  Nursery  which  is  remaining  open  and 
also  is  being  retained  as  a  Training  School  for  Nursery 
Nurses  for  practical  work. 

The  policy  now  adopted  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
is  the  practical  expression  of  the  opinion  held  that  apart 
from  some  exceptional  cases,  a  mother  with  young  children 
should  not  be  employed  in  industry  or  otherwise,  but  should 
devote  the  whole  of  her  time  to  the  e  re  of  her  children 
and  this  view  is  fundamentally  sound. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  defined  certain  priorities 
but  recognise  that  such  definite  priorities  cannot  be  exclusive 
and  special  cases  can  be  submitted  for  consideration. 

The  number  of  "priority"  cases  of  whom,  we  are  aware  at 
present  will  probably  approximate  to  20. 

Home  or  Domiciliary  Nursing  Service. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  this’ Service  during  the  year. 
Eight  Domiciliary  Nurses  are  employed  in  Division  14,  seven 
as  District  Home  Nurses  and  one  undertaking  relief  duties  for 
leave  periods,  whether  holiday  or  sickness. 

There  have  been  fewer  cases  attended  this  year.  (765  as 
compared  with  869  in  1952)  and  also  a  total  of  22,758  visits 
to  patients’  homes  were  made,  as  compared  with  28,814  in  1952. 

Nevertheless,  the  Nur  ses  have  been  fully  employed  and  the 
demands  on  this  service  have  been  heavy  and  sustained. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  work  of  Hospital  after-care  carried 
out  by  these  nurses  and  to  the  nursing  care  of  the  elderly  sick, 
an  increasing  burden  on  the  service. 
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Home  Helps.  Domiciliary  Service. 

r  • 

'  The  Divisional  Establishment  of  Home  Helps  remains  at  the  equivalent 
of  16  whole-time  Home  Helps  but  it  is  proposed  to  increase  this  to  17 
from  the  1st  of  April,  1954. 

Demands  on  this  service  continue  to  increase  particularly  in 
respect  of  aged  and  infirm  persons.  To  meet  the  increasing  demand, 
the  Local  Health  Authority  reviews  the  position  from  time  to  time 
and  after  each  review  has  increased  the  establishment  to  some  extent. 

Unfortunately  the  approved  establishment  still  meets  only  part 
of  the  demand  where  chronic  sick  and  infirm  cases  are  concerned  and 
a  short  period  of  help  on  two  occasions  per  week  is  the  usual 
allocation  in  such  cases. 

^he  usefulness  of  the  service  is  recognised  and  in  particular, 
the  nursing  and  care  of  many  persons  in  their  own  homes  relieves 
the  call  on  institutional  and  hospital  beds  and  also  allows  many 
patiesits  to  return  home  earlier  than  would  have  been  possible 
without  the  Home  Help  and  Home  Nursing  Services. 

Mental  Health. 

There  is  one  Social  Worker  in  Mental  Health  employed  in  No. 14 
Divisional  Area.  Approximately  one  half  of  her  available  time  is 
devoted  to  Division  14  and  the  remainder  to  Division  N0.9. 

Reference  to  a  statistical  summary  of  the  work  of  this  official 
during  the  year  1953,  shows  that  most  of  her  time  is  devoted  tp  some 
aspect  of  the  care  and  welfare  of  patients  urder  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts.  There  is,  however,  the  further  duty  of  the  care  and  welfare 
of  mental  and  mental  health  patients  although  what  may  or  may  not 
be  done  in  respect  of  these  patients  depends  very  largely  on  the 
willingness  of  the  various  Hospitals  and  Institutions  concerned,  to 
co-operate  . 

In  Division  14  a  close rkiaison  is  being  established  now  and  the 
exchange  of  information  is  becoming  a  matter  of  routine. 

There  is  a  growing  recognition  in  the  Hospitals  concerned  of  the 
usefulness  to  themselves  of  the  Local  Authority’s  service  in  regard 
to  Mental  Health,  and  with  the  fuller  recognition  of  this  will  come 
the  development  of  the  Local  Authority’s  service  in  Mental  Health.

During  1953,  27  Problem  families  in  this  Borough  have  been  under 
supervision  and  care  from  the  Health  Department. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  generally  responsible  for  routine  visiting 
in  the  cases  and  general  supervision.  They  are  aware  of  the  help  which 
may  be  available  to  any  particular  family  from  official  or  voluntary 
agencies  and  they  seek  means  to  help  problem  families  by  making  such 
help  available  and  effective. 

In  accordance  with  agreed  policy,  local  meetings  are  held (in  the 
Divisional  Office)  of  social  workers  to  consider  the  question  of 
problem  families  generally,  and  to  consider  individual  oroblem  families 
and  their  immediate  difficulties. 

Such  social  workers  have  included  the  Divisional  Education  Officer, 
the  Probation  Officer,  the  local  Welfare  Officer  of  the  County  Authority, 
and  the  Children* s  Care  Officer. 

Others  attending  have  included  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the 
local  Inspector  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer. 

This  is  a  representative  Committee  and  its  constitution  ensures 
that  individual  problem  families  can  be  investigated  from  every  ahgle 
of  available  help  or  assistance. 

Financial  assistance  in  cases  needing  this,  may  be  available 
through  the  Assistance  Board.  Officials  of  the  Board  are  invariably 
helDful  when  their  advice  or  assistance  is  sought. 

Housing  in.  these  cases  is  a  matter  rarely  capable  of  simple 
solution.  3?ew  sub-standard  houses  owned  by  the  Local  Council  are 
available  and  generally  the  problem  family  is  not  an  acceptable 
family  unit  for  ordinary  Council  re -housing. 

Considerable  educational  and  supervisory  assistance  can  be 
given  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  he^p  they  afford  is  the 
basis  of  the  work  but  such  supervision  and  help,  in  most  cases, 
must  be  continued  over  long  periods  if  these  families  are  to 
sustain  a  level  of  improvement. 

There  is  available  also  a  "rehabilitation”  home  for  the 
mothers  and  children  of  some  problem  families.  The  use  of  this 
provision  introduces  a  number  of  qualifications  and  during,  the 
year  no  family  frail  this  area  accepted  this  assistance. 
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Tbo  Corporation  acts  as  the  ator  Ondertakor  for  the  ’  orough, 
supplying  ivator  for  domestic  and  for  industrial  purposes. 

The  supply  to  dwelling  houses  io  new  comprehensive  for  the 
istrict,  ovary  dwelling  house  with  the  exception  of  throe  being 
supplied  with  mains  water.

review* 

The  services  of  the  rater  are  the  Corporation’s  ora  waterworks 
at  it  hens  Clough,  which  consists  of  a  hi  Ah  moorland  collecting 
-round ,  with  an  Impounding  reservoir,  and  supplementary  water  supplies 
obtained  from  tho  all fax  and  Bradford  iter  ' utnority. 

The  water  collected  at  i thens  is  surface  drainage  water  charac¬ 
terised.  by  the  nature  of  the  moorland  from  which  it  is  collected.  It 
is  a  water  free  from  pollution  but  carrying  sediment,  chiefly  peaty 
matter  and  with  an  acid  content. 

An  initial  treatment  of  this  water,  which  Is  carried  out  at

Additionally,  50  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  by  faultary 
Inspectors  and  examined  at  the  -  e  leal  ©search  Council  Laboratory 
at  akefiald.  Of  these,  one  showed  the  presence  of  .ooli  and  was 

unsatisfactory. 

Two  samples  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  chemical  examination 
including  load  solvency  and  content  were  i-eported  on  ns  satisfactory.

During  this  year  857  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
received . 

In  1952,  a  total  of  451  notifications  were  received. 

1953  was  a  year  of  some  relative  prevalence  of  Measles,  of 
"'hooping  Cough  and  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  notifications  of  these 
conditions  accounted  for  the  increase  recorded  for  the  year, 

1953  and  1951  (when  661  cases  of  measles  were  notified) 
were  each  years  of  comparatively  high  measles  prevalence  and 
in  a  lesser  degree  of  whooping  cough  prevalence. 

There  was  no  high  incidence  of  other  notifiable  infectious 
disease  but  two  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  and 
there  was  one  case  of  smallpox. 

The  minor  outbreak  of  measles  commenced  in  November  of  1952 
when  24  cases  were  reported,  and  then  74  in  the  December  following. 
In  January  the  figure  rose  to  158  rising  to  a  peak  figure  of  215 
in  February  and  then  declining  through  March. 

Few  cases  were  reported  through  the  rest  of  the  year. 

One  case  only  of  Measles  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  no 
death  was  reported  from  this  cause. 

t,Tith  the  outbreak  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  also  was 
prevalent,  that  is  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  but  this 
was  sustained  through  April, and  up  to  July  higher  numbers  of 
notifications  than  usual  were  received. 

One  death  was  recorded  from  Whooping  Cough, 

In  contrast,  Scarlet  Fever  became  prevalent  in  Pune  with 
9  notifications  and  succeeding  months  showed  25,  12,  9  and  9 
notifications  respectively. 

In  November  and  December,  the  numbers  had  dropped  again 
to  an  average  figure. 

With  regard  to  the  ward  distribution  of  these  illnesses, 
Measles  was  spread  evenly  throughout  the  Borough.  hooping 
Cough  was  chiefly  reported  from  thw  wards  of  the  Central  Morley 
Area  and  in  contrast,  the  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  Fast 
and  West  Apdsley  Districts. 

"Reference  to  a  preceding  table  shows  that  the  majority  of 
Measles  cases  occurred  in  children  of  under-school-age  -  336 
out  of  a  total  of  516.  Similarly  132  of  the  Whooping  Cough 
cases  were  under-school-age  children.  Cn  the  other  hand  70 
of  the  88  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  school  age  children 
and  the  Incidence  was  related  largely  to  school  contact. 

No  confirmed  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  and  no  death 
recorded  from  this  disease.  The  Department  was  informed  of  some 
cases  of  suspected  diphtheria,  but  in  each  case  further  examination 
and  subsequent  observation  negatived  the  provisional  diagnosis. 
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V  There  were  18  notifications  of  ascertained  new  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  7  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  general  trend  for  some  past  years  has  been  a  decrease 
in  the  numbers  of  cases  reported  and  this  is  again  shown  in 
the  year  under  review. 

7  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  reported  in  1953. 

One  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  in  1953.  This  case  was 
related  to  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  which  occurred  in  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  Even  so, 
no  direct  connecting  link  with  any  other  case  or  cases  of  smallpox 
was  firmly  established. 

Many  circumstances  in  connection  with  this  case  in  Morley 
suggested  that  such  a  link  would  be  found;  the  suggested 
explanation  of  the  failure  to  do  so  is,  the  possibility  of 
an  intermediate  carrier,  either  a  profoundly  modified  case 
or  a  case  presenting  mild  or  unrecognisable  symptoms. 

The  case  notified  was  of  extreme  severity.  The  patient 
was  removed  to  hospital  immediately  after  the  nature  of  the 
illness  was  recognized,  but  death  occurred  within  a  few  hours 
of  admission  to  hospital  and  no  direct  history  was  ever 
obtained  from  the  patient  of  his  movements  or  contacts  at 
the  time  when  it  was  probable  that  he  contracted  the  infection. 

In  connection  with  this  outbreak,  the  usual  accepted 
administrative  practice  was  put  into  operation.  Intensive  and 
exhaustive  inquiries  were  made  in  an  endeavour  to  ascertain  the 
source  of  the  infection. 

Contacts  of  the  patient  who  were  contacts  at  any  time 
during  which  infection  might  be  presumed  were  vaccinated. 

Other  similar  selective  vaccination  was  offered  and  carried 
out  where  circumstances  suggested  the  advisability  of  this 
being  done  . 

All  the  ascertained  contacts  were  supervised  daily  by 
personal  contact  for  a  full  period  of  20  days. 

No  further  case  was  reported  and  no  other  suspected  case 
came  under  observation. 

Apart  from  the  selective  vaccination  referred  to  here 
extensive  vaccination  was  carried  out  in  the  area,  chiefly  by 
private  practitioners. 

This  wide  practice  of  vaccination  was  not  carried  out  under 
advice  from  the  Health  Department  but  was  the  expression  of  the 
attitude  of  the  public  to  the  occurrence  of  a  case  in  the  area 
and  to  the  general  apprehension  that  contacts  might  have  been 
or  might  be  incurred. 

As  a  result  of  the  large  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out, 
there  is  now  a  high  level  of  immunity  in  the  local  population,  and 
in  present  circumstanoes  the  value  of  this  protection  cannot  be 
discounted , 
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One  case  of  Malaria  was  notified.  The  notification  referred 
"to  the  recurrence  of  symptoms  in  a  patient  who  had  contracted 
malaria  whilst  serving  overseas,  and  who  had  now  returned  and 
was  resident  in  this  area. 

Two  oases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified.  In  each  case 
the  condition  arose  in  hospital  practice. 

Three  cases  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning  were  notified.  In 
two  cases  remaining  at  home  -  no  further  evidence  of  food  poison¬ 
ing  was  obtained  and  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  either 
case . 


The  third  case  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  an  amended 
diagnosis  of  dysentery  was  made. 

Notifications  of  "dysentery have  been  low  -  three  only. 
Nevertheless  there  is  evidence  that  there  has  been  prevalence 
of  the  milder  form  of  dysentery  infection  due  to  the  B.  Sonnei 
from  time  to  time  during  1953. 

In  review  -  there  has  been  no  unusual  or  exceptional 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  apart  from 
the  occurrence  of  the  case  of  smallpox  which  has  been  referred 
to  in  some  detail  in  the  Report, 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation,

The  figures  show  a  serious  falling  away  in  the  numbers  of  children 
immunized  in  the  under-5  age  group*  Also  there  is  a  decrease  in  the 
numbers  of  children  now  protected  in  all  age  groups.  Owing  to  a 
variation  in  the  numbers  of  the  total  child  population,  the  percentage 
of  protected  children  in  the  0-5  age  groups  shows  an  increase  from 
33',  to  42$  and  the  percentage  of  the  total  protected  child  population 
is  approximately  the  same,  60$  compared  with  59;  . 

On  the  other  hand  in  the  5-15  age  group,  the  percentage  has 
dropped  from  76;  to  68$. 

This  position  is  very  unsatisfactory  particularly  when  every 
effort  is  made  to  encourage  parents  to  have  their  children  protected. 
Encouragement  to  this  end  is  given  by  medical  staff,  by  the  nursing 
staff  and  by  all  social  workers  in  the  Department. 

No  doubt  the  freedom  of  this  area  from  diphtheria  over  a  number 
of  years  has  induced  a  sense  of  security,  or  at  any  rate  a  lack  of 
urgency  where  protective  treatment  is  concerned  hut  the  figures  given 
show  inadequate  protection  of  the  child  population  in  Morley  and 
suggest  the  danger  of  an  outbreak  should  the  disease  be  re-introduced 
to  this  area. 
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Whopping  Cough .Protective  Treatment. 


A  scheme  for  the  protective  treatment  of  children,  up  to  the 
age  of  4  years,  was  intro^dced  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  in 

1958  * 

Treatments  may  be  given  in  Welfare  Centres  and  Clinics  or 
by  General  Practitioners.  In  the  latter  case  material  i3  supplied 
free  of  charge  by  the  Authority  and  a  fee  is  payable  to  the 
Doctor  carrying  out  the  treatment. 

Figures  for  the  year  1953  show  that  128  treatments  were 
given  to  children  of  under  4  years  of  age  -  120  of  these  by 
General  Practitioners. 

Additionally  there  were  19  other  treatments  commenced  but 
not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  indicated  in  last  year’s  report,  these  figures  do  not 
show  the  complete  picture.  Not  included  are  treatments  of 
combined  vaccines  (diphtheria  and  whooping  cough)  nor  treatment 
carried  out  under  purely  private  arrangements  with  Practitioners . 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  even  an  approximate  figure 
of  the  total  numbers  of  the  child  population  who  have  received 
Whooping  Cough  Protective  Treatment.
